properties. 
S auerkraut as a laxative depends 
mostly on its bulk. It is one of the 
best cathartics because it contains 
so much roughage. But the juice it­ 
self is also laxative, probably large­ 
ly on account of its lactic acid con­ 
tent. 
Taking sauerkraut juice as a 
fresh product, it contains yeast and 
lactic acid bacilli. W hen pasteur­ 
ized and filtered, it is clear with five 
per cent solid content and one and 
one-half per cent ash. 
Ten to 20 cc. of this regularly 
produced catharsis in cats and hu­ 
mans. Strips of intestinal muscle 
responded with rhythm ic peristaltic 
action to application of neutralized 
juice. It can be proved pharm a­ 
cologically th a t it has an action on 
the autom atic nervous system. 
Sauerkraut juice is a good source 
of vitam in C and vitam in B. 
It also has an effect on the heart, 
producing slowing and increased 
output.
